San FiwVNC'sco, July 20.— The Bulletin 
this ovoniD^ suya editorially: "It is re- 
ported that the Canadian and Imperial 
Govern mente have at last agreed to strength- 
en the fortifications of I'j^quinialt harbor. 
The idea is to give (ireat Hrilain an impreg- 
nable naval atution ut this point. This will 
go far to eeoure her naval dominion on the 
Paciiio unless we adopt counteraotiog meas- 
ures. Esquimau will be to the Pavifio Coast 
what Halif&r is to the Atlantic seaboard, 
but within closer striking distance. It 
actually lies at the eutruuce to our second 
most iiii]iorlaut harbor en the coast- 
the terminus of the traiiscontiiiental 
roiuia — and oommunda all the acciaa 
thereto. I'lio fjatea ol Puijet .Sound al Pen 
'L'ovvnsend and Deception I'aba are easily ile- 
fenaiblu. 'I'lie naval atalion lo be establinli- 
ed further up the Sound may be made iinpre;^- 
nabie. .Ml this will not jireveiit K quuiiall 
from lioldinj^ ibo entrance uuleaa our naval 
force on lliis coaal is capable of keeping it 
open. The strait of San Juan de Fuea ia 
too wide to be actually commanded by Ka 
(|uimalt, but they could cover it with a force 
of battlealiips, torpedo boats, oto , which 
would effectually close the paasugo unlets 
we were strong enough by like means to 
keep it open. 

With one lirat ola's naval station at Mare 
Island und another on I'uget Sound, and an 
cfFectivo force of veasola ol various elasaca, 
we could command the aiiuation in the 
StraitB of Fuca. Perhaps fortifications ut 
Port Angcli-8, New UungoncBS, or both, 
would form part of the syatom of defence. 
They would furnish points of support and 
refuge for the population of the Straits. 
There may be no connection between this 
agreement to fortify Eequimalt and the re- 
cent establishment of a steam line between 
Britiah Colambia, Hawaii and Sydney; but 
they come suspiciouely near together. 'They 
also bear oloaely upon the fact 
that President Cleveland, by his folly, is 
in a fair nay to hand Hawaii over to Great 
Britain. The Provincial Government of the 
Is'ands frankly asserts its purpose to seek 
Hritiah protection in case the annexation 
project faih. The new Steam line oonies in 
very conveniently with the commercial 
facilities it olTers to encourage this pr< ])o- 
sition. As K-quima!t on the I'aciiic, 
stands in place ot Halifax on the Atlantic, 
so would Hawaii represent the Kermuclas 
and complete the cordon of Britiah posts 
along our coasts on both oceana. 
If all these movements do not 
form a part of one broad and clear 
design on the part of hhigland, the appear- 
ances are very deceptive. The moral of the 
situation ia before us. While maintaining 
und strengllieiiing ouraelvea at San Fran- 
ciaco Hay and Piiget S^uind we must prevent 
the cloaing of the PritiMh naval and com- 
mereial cordon by the annexation of Ifawaii 
witliout any more fooliahneaa about it. The 
"cross road of the Pacitic " is the key to 
the comnierclal situation, while itoonimandH 
stratcget ically the main entrance to I'aciiic 
lines of travel. With a cable from Hono- 
lulu to Sun [''rancisco, it would also become 
the centre of the future telegraphic system 
of the Pacific.

Morris und Fecht were 
silting by th» stove talking when llie at- 
tuck was made, It was so sudden and from 
such an unexpected quarter that the rob- 
Ijers had accotnpliih. d their work and gone 
before the employes had recovered from 
their surprise. No clue has yet been dia 
covered.

London, July 20. — At the Limerick 
Assizes recently. Right Hon. Sir Peter 
O'Brien, Lord Chief Justice of Ireland, 
complained of the manner in which the 
criminal atatistica of Ireland were compiled, 
objecting particularly to the fact that doubt- 
ful casus wore not included in the statistics. 

The complaint of Sir Peter came up In 
the House of Commons to day, on a ques- 
tion in regard to it, asked by Mr. M. M. 
liodkin, anti-Parnelito member for the 
North division of Roscommon. The quea- 
tion was provocative of a very heated dis- 
cussion that was marked by conaiderablo 
disorder. 

liefore the (lovpriHiiont had a chance to 
reply tn .Mr. bciclkin's queatioii, Mr. I'Mward 
Car.Mon ( ( ^uiHi'f vuti ve ), one of the meniliern 
for Dulilin Uiiiveraily, iolerpoaed a supph-- 
nientary (luestion, intended to discredit the 
Iriah Ivxeoutive. 

lit. Hon ,Iobn Morley, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, in replying to the qiiealiona, 
said that he was not aware that any judge 
had prcvioualy coinmenled upon the ayatem 
employed in eonipiling the Iriah criminal 
staiistics. An lOnglish judge, he added, 
would not have used such aa occasion to 
criticiao the (Jovernment, eapecially if he 
were pcreonally opposed to it politically. 

I'bia Blatenient was received with cheers 
by the meiiibera on the Nationalist and 
(Jovernment benches. A wordy passage 
folloivid, the disputants being frequently 
inlerraptod by Nationalist menibers. 

Mr. Carson finally aconaed Mr. Morley of 
making a cowardly attack on the Iriah 
judges. 

Thia was the signal for a prolonged hub- 
bub among the menibers, some of whom lost 
their tempers entirely. There wereroa.-s of 
" Order P' "order!" and cries for Mr, 
Carson to withdraw his objectionable re 
mark. Some of the members repeatedly 
demanded, through the uproar, that the 
Speaker name the offending member from 
Dublin University.

cant, dd valdreoi aa coming undtr unenum- 
erati d artiulrs.

QucDtlon of Competency, 

Wasuinoton, July 20. — The charges of 
perjury made i\gain8t a Japanese interpreter 
employed at the U. S. custom house, San 
Francisco, have been over-ruled by the 
Treasury department. Twelve Japanese 
laborers from Hawaii wore delayed in San 
Francisco on the ground that the y had vio- 
lated the contract lahor law. Kach made a 
atatetnent to the interureler thut they had 
been piomiaed work in California and they 
h-ft Hawaii in pursuance of the contract. 
Thia statement waa aul)efC|uently reiterated 
hy the twelve laborers, but charges that 
the interpreter had totally misapplied their 
worda were made and the Japaneae miniater 
in Washington was induced lo anatain the 
accusation that the interpreter was nol 
competent. This contenlioo, however, was 
disposed of by the prnduotjon of a docu- 
ment from other Japanese officials asserting 
thut the accused was the best interpreter in 
America, ActiDg Secretary Hamlin sent a 
letter to the Collector of Customs at San 
Francisco exonerating the interpreter, and 
directing that the twelva Japanese bo<le< 
ported lo the country wnence they came.

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COMMEKCIAL EDUCATION, 



The Subject Discussed at Leogtli aud 
Favored by the Board 
of Trade. 



A Desire That Partuershii) Kegiatra- 
tion Shuuld bi; )Iade Com- 
pulsory. 



President Flumerfelt occupied the chair 
. at the first meetiog of the new Council of 
the British Columbia Board of Trade yes- 
terday. -Thoao present wore Messrs. A. B. 
Gray, C. E Reuouf, Gustav Leiser, T. 15. 
Hall, H. F. Heisterman, T. Futoher, IJ. B. 
Marvin, H. £ Connon, A. L. Belyea, R. 
Ward and F. H. Worloolc. 

Superintendvut. Hosmer, of the CP. R. 
telegreph service, wrote relative to Vio- 
toria's telegraph service, saying tlmt the 
citizens here have no ^ood cause for com- 
plaint. 

A letter was received from H. C. Beoton, 
in which reference was made to an invention 
for the disposal of the salmon offil at the 
oauneries, which converted the offal into u 
good fertilizer. Tlio cpnimunicniiou was re- 
ferred to the Fifllu ricu coiniiiiuoo. 

The annual report wua rjfuirej (o a com- 
mittie oniiiouiMl of A. L, lUlyeii, T, 1! 
Hall, A. B. Uniy ur.d C. K Kciioiif. 

A repcirt of certain procueilinga of the 
Second Congrcsa of ihe (^Imtribeia of Com- 
merce, held III Louilou liiBt year, at which 
Mr. Robert Ward wua in altenduuce aa the 
reprebentntivo of the Board, ciiiiu under 
discuaaion. Mr. Ward iiiforiiied tlio Board 
that nieat-uria of iiiiportaiice uiiich wore 
then considered hacl been aince lol- 
lowed up by I he l>im Ion Chamber of Com- 
nierco, under whose uuapioia the Congrc^^a 
was iniliuied. 

"Twobilla have aiiioo been introduced 
into the British iloiiae of Coiimiona Ijy Sir 
John Lubbocli, iM.l'., and Hon. A. J. Mun- 
della { I'reaident Bo ird of Trade) on buliulf 
of Her M jeaty'a ( iovernmeut," said Mr. 
Ward. "Ii ia aati.ifactory to report also 
that in our own I'rovinoo, during the late 
session of the Legislature, an act to provide 
for the establishment of a Biiruui of L ibor 
Statiatica, and alao of Couucila of Concilia- 
tion and of Arbitration for the aettlenient of 
Industrial Uiaputea was passed and haa 
become a law." 

The speaker said there were eighteen 
boarda ot arbitration in the United King- 
dom, and many serious disputes between 
labor und capital, some of which had never 
come to the knowledge of the publiOi had 
been satisfactorily settled by this means. 

Another part ot the report was ia relation 
to commercial education. The Con8[resa 
recommended participating associations to 
take all possible steps to secure the adoption 
in their respective localities of a course of 
commercial education beat suited to local 
requirements. 

After scanning the list of studies recom- 
mended, Mr. Belyea stated that he did not 
see one subject that was not at present 
taught in the public schools. Ho added 
that he was not in love with the public 
school system, which ho oonaidered a con- 
spiracy against the mental development of 
the children, it being a proceas of cram aud 
overwork. Tho chief aim seemed to be to 
reach' the High echool, which many pupila 
should not be permitted to attend until they 
were three or four years older. He did not 
favor an iucrcase in the nundier ot studies, 
otherwise such a step should be fought by 
every parent who had a child in school. 
Comineruial education he believed to be a 
good thing. 

Mr. Renouf said ho had found that fre- 
(juently students came from school with a 
tirst-claaa knowledge of Kuclid and Latin 
and without having received practical Leach- 
ing, which ahould take tho place of theories. 
The subject, ho thought, should bo brought 
to the notice of tlie Provincial Government. 

Mr. Ward aaid it was obvious that any 
youth fitted by education for a commercia 
career should bo given the preference 
in seeking employment in the com 
mercial Ime. Such an one would be 
more valuable to hia employer and himself. 
The large auin appropriated for educational 
purposes should warrant some special atten- 
tion to commercial education in the public 
achoola, and ho believed tho time had arriv- 
ed to bring the matter to the notice of tho 
Education Department of the Province. A 
resolution to this effect was adopted by tho 
Board. 

Mr. Gordon addressed a letter informing 
the Board that he was uuahle to be preaent 
at the meeting as his presence was required 
out of the city but suggesatin^ that a roao- 
lution be considered in relation to the regis- 
tration of partnerships, otherwise it was 
not always possible to know who was re- 
sponsible for the debts of a firm. Freciuenlly 
a aup[>oaed partner appeared as a creditor. 
He cited the law of Ontario which provided 
a penalty of Ji'iO for non registration. 

Mr. Renout aaid such a luw waa very ea- 
acntial, aud referred to caata wherein auch a 
law would 1)0 beneficial, ami held that it 
would be of benefit if a partneruhip waa 
recorded. 

Mr. Worlock thought such a step would 
strengthen partiierhliipu. 

Mr. Ward waa atrongly in favor of any 
ineaaure that would protect the creditor, 
which seen.ed to Ije the idea anggcated. 
IJogua partnershipa [jreventud the value of 
capital to bo properly gauged and one did 
not know eo well tho atandiiig of the peraon 
with whom he waa dealing. The i|ueaiion 
ahould be referred to the Attorney (ieneral, 
ami Ilia atteniion called to the fact that no 
auch law exiata here. 

Tho matter waa referred to the council. 

V, G. Jordan, in a oonimunication, 
requested tho appointment of u 
coinmitteo to inveatigato and make 
tcata of Portland cement manufactured 
from local materiala which he claimed to he 
of belter quality than the beet grade manu- 
factured m l^ondon. This was referred to 
tho upeoial committee bavlcg the revision of 
tho annual report. 

An invitation from the Mackenzie Cen- 
tenary committee to attend their meeting 
was accepted. 

It was decided to address a letter to tho 
Postmaster-General bringing to hia notico 
the faot that tnail.1 from thu Orient are hold 
for certain Dominion linea and do not reach 
their destination us quickly as the; proper- 
ly should. 

The St. John Board of Trade sent a com- 
munication stating that tho matter of re- 
ciprocal trade wuh Anuiralasian colonics 
had received iho careful uonsideraUon of 
that lioard, and that that body would bo 
most/ happy to co-operate in any way in its 
power to assist in developing trade referred 
to.

Opinions Dill'er us to What Has Heconio of the 
Clergyinaii From Calli'ornla. 

Another day has gone by and still Rev. 
Alfred R. Reams is enjoying tho sweots of 
liberty. He did not go to Westminster aa 
was thought, and tho police of tho Royal 
City, who searched tho R. P. Rithet from 
stem to stern, had their labor without re- 
ward. Now there is a growing belief that 
Roams haa gone by tho liltlo steamer 15urt 
to Rooho Harbor or Friday Harbor, both on 
San Juan Island and under tho American 
flag. He has considerable "nerve," and 
might safely imagine that little search 
would be made for him on United States 
soil after his hard fight to remain in 
Canada. A description of tho man has, 
however, been forwarded to the police of 
each of the American towns, and if they 
succeed in looating the much wanted clergy- 
man. Sheriff Warfield and the State of 
Culifornia can have their man without wait- 
ing for the slow process of extradition. 

Tho mujoriiy of tho oily police do not 
aharc the belief that Reams has left the 
city, thinking that friends In Victoria have 
lent him their aid as weli as supplied him 
with money.

The wiir- 
rant now in the hauda of the police for 
Reams' arreat cliargea abduction, tor the 
purpose of proaiitntion, l)nt there arc half u 
(ti.zeii ottier chargia which might belaid, 
one or two of which are even more serious 
and cqu lUy poa^-ible of [iroof. 

How long Sheriir Warti.dd will wait for 
Beams to aguiii ahow hiniaelf renuiina to he 
seen; the probability is that uuleas an arreat 
is made this week he will return to Merced, 
leaving tho warrant with Superintendent 
Sheppard to execute. 

[jitlle Willie Reams ia still in tho handa 
of the same friends who gave him the shel- 
ter of their homo while liia father waa in 
tho Provincial jail; he ia loyal to hia father 
and will drop no word that might load to 
tho discovery of his whereabouts. By 
Reams' instructions, all his property, money 
and valuables have been turned over by 
Warden John to Mr. J. S. Yates, who has 
acted from tho time of his arrniit as bis 
legal adviser, and who has fought the case 
biavely at its every stage.

The lucre, ibo 
in the urban pupulai ion in the doceuuiuin, 
X8S1-91, was found to be 15 :) per cent., 
while among tho inhabitants ut the rent of 
the country, considered as rural, the growth 
was only 3-4 per cent., shoA'ing that the 
urban population of England increases much 
more rapidly than the rural. In Scotland 
the same movemese of population is observ- 
ed. In the decade ending with 1891, the 
populatioa of the principal town districts in 
Scotland iocreaaed 12 63 per cent., cf tho 
larger town diatriois 20 51 per cent., and of 
the small town districts 8 26 per cent. ; 
while the population of the mainland rural 
districts in the ten years uoiually declineil 
.55 per ceil C, and that of the iusular rural 
districts declined 3 41 per cent. 



Tn£! COLOSIAL RELATION. 

The advocates of tho indopendence of 
Canada are in the habit of a8.-iertiiig tliat 
Canadians in these duya owe very little lo 
British connootion and that they would ad- 
vance more rapidly and be more proaporous 
than they are if the protecting arm of the 
Mother Country were withdrawn. Sonio 
who say thia have not the remotest idea of 
tho real nature of the relation between 
Great Britain and Canada and its conso- 
queoces direct and indirect. They have 
not given tho matter any thought and they 
consequently apeak at random. A careful 
perusal of tho following passage fro.n the 
apeecli which fjord Ripou, Secretary of State 
for tlio Colonies, iii.uio at tlio Dominion 1) ly 
dinner in London will, if they take the 
trouble to think over its signiOounoe, open 
their eyes to what British oonneotion really 
means to Canadians. In the opurse of hia 
remarks his lordship said: 

The Secretary of State for the Colonics 
does not in these days meddle with the in- 
ternal afTairs of Canada. Hippy is it for 
him, and happier atill for the Canadian 
people, thai ho does nothing of the kind. 
(Ifoar, hoar, and laughter ) Nevertheless, 
as tho Chairman has said, there are many 
ocoaHloiia on which it is the duty, and it is 
in tho power of the Imperial Government, 
10 aeaisl thoijovornmont of Canada. And 
that policy, whioli iit one tiino wan no 
abusoii, of withdrawing our troc.ps fi-oni tho 
Cloloidoa h.ia given you an (ippor unity ot 
ahowing what you can do to dcfondyour- 
aelvui atid in, um'I has raieod up in C.wuida 
ospocially a Colonial army not unworthy 
of the great example which tho 
Canndiiina aro pnnnl to fodow. 
(Cht'ors,) If y">i d'Ui iilties willi 

foreign ualioua— and you iu C ui.ula aro ob- 
liged to take note of considerutions of that 



kind — is it a small advantage that you are 
able to rely upon the dipiotnutic service of 
the British Knipirt-? (Cheors ) If you 
want defence for your coasts, is it nothing 
that you may be al)le to di pond upon that 
illustrious and distinguished service, the 
liritish uBvy V la these wuys there is much 
room for the Secretary of Stulo for the Col- 
(inifs to aid the (rdnnial anthnriliea in mat- 
ters vitally hirt-cting their interesta, and in 
doiut' thia wo k the Colonial Secretary who 
knows his duty will find many oppori unitita 
of laboring' for tha' great union between the 
Colonies and tho Mother Country towards 
which we would all strive. (Cheers.) But 
there is unothor duty which falla to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, ami it is 
one of the greatest responsibility. I apeak 
of the duty of reoommeudiog to the Sover- 
Hgn the gentleman who is to ropreeunt her 
M.ijfsty in Cuniida. 

It is not a small advantago that Cana 
diaoB have in all their dealings with foreign 
nations the beneSt of the prestige of 
Great Britain. Tho value to Canada of 
boing recoguiz -d us pa. u jud parcel of tho 
Uiiipirn (f Great Britain, is literally in- 
calculable. It would be well for Canadians 
now and then to oooaider the position thtir 
country would qccupy in the world if it 
could not command the services of the 
di[>lonial ista of tho Empire, if it could not 
i|o()oiiil upon t lie protection of the Britith 
army and the Biiiish navy in time of war, 
and if it were deprived of the advantage 
that the knowledge that Great Britain is 
ready to ( xert her utmost strength in case 
of need in its defence. The ludependcot 
may boast and bluster in pipint; times of 
peace when tiny f(ol safe under liritii-h ])ro- 
toction, but tht-y would sing a very diU\:reut 
tune if their commerce and their oountry 
were threattued by a powerful nation. 

ABOUT SI AM. 

The Contemporary Review for July con- 
tains a lively and an instructive article on 

" Thi' Future of Siani," hy Henry iSoriimn 
Mr. Norman has bucn a good (le:J in tli( 
E iBt of late ye irs. He is a careful observer 
and, being an able man of unoommon intelli- 
gence, hia opinions on what he sees are 
worthy of respect. 

Mr. Normsn has formed a very low esti- 
mate of the iveniment of Siam and of the 
native inhabitant.') of tho country. If his 
description of thim is at all near tho truth 
it is hard to imagine a Go»ernment and a 
people less capable of resisting the encroach- 
ments of a vigorous and unsorupulous 
neighbor. 

Tho Government la an absolute monarchy, 
.so absolute that tho King is to tho people 
" practically a god." " In fact," says Mr. 
Norman, " there aro no words which so 
well e:tpresB the relation between the 
King and the people of Siam as the 
sacred phrase, ' to live and move 
and have one's being.'" The ruler who 
is thus adored, and whoso power ia un- 
limited, oppears to have but little boubo of 
his great responsibilities. " Hia life is oup 
uninterrupted act of self-indulgence." He 
knows but very little of the real condition 
of hia subjects, and be is by no means dis- 
posed to exert himself to make life pleasant 
for them. Such government aa there is, is 
carried on by subordiniitea who are both 
corrupt and tyrannical. 

" Ah for the people," says tho reviewer, 
" under dill'-tri-nt conditions no doulit thoy 
would bo (iill'erent. At present they are 
wiiiioul rights, their personal liberty is at 
tho hock of every nobleman, every aicglo 
article they own or use, produce or sell, 
from libb hook to cocoa nut tree, is heavily 
tjxod, and aijuarter of the woiUing tinio is 
clainiod by the (jovernment aa enforced 
labor. Coii8P(|iiontly, as a whole, they are 
hizy, unprincipled uud untrustworthy, and 
I'Oarly all business is iu the hands of tho 
Chinese Justice is not an unknown quan- 
tity in Siam ; it does not exist. You might 
as well look for aaocbarino matter in salt or 
silver in a pewter pot." 

There are telegraph linea and railroads in 
Siam, the latter, it seems, in process of con- 
atruotion, but, a.s might bo expected, ihoy 
aro not very well attended to. One of the 
telegraph lines is so badly maintained thai 
the liritish consul declared it would bo 
almost hotter to have no line at all. In 
faut, any work which rrquirea constant at- 
tention and systematic and continuous ex- 
ertion cannot bo carried on in the Kingdom 
of Siam, aa it ia at present. 

It will readily be seen that such a country, 
90 governed, even if it had what might at 
first sight appear adequate means of defepco, 
is an easy prey to any civilized nation which 
covets it. But Siam has no adequute means 
of defence. Mr. Norman says that "tho 
notion of Siam tighting Franco or anybody 
else ia prepoiteroua." Still, tho (iovornnient 
or rather the Foreign Minialer, declared hia 
intention to fight. But "he has almost 
nothing to fight with." 

What are her army and navy V The 
former ia stated by tho authorities to con 
cist of .'^dOOmon, all stationed at Hanjikuk 
or clone by. A few of thi so, armed with tlic 
Mannlicher repeating rillo and admirably 
drilled by Capiain Schau, are shown you on 
parailo. I:, is certain, luiwover, that one 
thousand of Iheao would be ni-arer the iimrk 
than five thouauiid, and although tluy acted 
very well during the Chinimo riots, it is al- 
mo.it ( ijually certain that 'hey coultl not bo 
brouglit to face I'airopoan tro 'ps. It, ia ono 
thiny to bayonet an unarined ("hinaman in a 
bamboo house or to pot him aa lie awim^ 
down t ho river, and quite another thing to 
try cnncluHinna with a fdruixj Roldior who 
holds you in uttor contempt and ia bicked 
up by dreadful preatigo. Tho navy has 
simply been allowed to lapse. Mr. Cur- 
zon's Btatement that " the navy, though a 
small ono, is an efficient forco coosiatiug of 
a amail but well handled ilotilla of gun- 
brata and cruisers," shows that he did not 
stay long enough to penetrate below tho 
lecoptivo Siameso surface. Out of the 
dozen vesaela moored in tho river, perhaps 
two could, with dilliculty and much risk, go 
to soa, and they .are utterly iaefTootivo. 
Of the new Armstrong cruiser I know 
nothiog, except the fact of its existence

G inch Armstrong guns on duappoarinit 

riiagca, like the two at Hrngkong ; 
but it would be safe to wager thai, 
even if they are not disabled by ruat, 
xocpt tho two European officers above 
leutioned, there is not an individual iu 
Siam who knowa how to fire thorn. No ro- 
Hiatanco worth tho nuino could bu made to a 
I'jufopoan forco 

From thia it must he couoludod if Siam ia

not conquered by tho French it will be 
owing either to their own forbearance or to 
the interference of sonic foreign power. If 
the French chose to take tho country tho 
wliolo fabric of the Government would fall 
to pieces like a house of cards. But the 
British have an interest in preserving the 
independence of Siam, or rather in prevent- 
ing its falling into the hands of the French. 
It ia natural y a rich country, and its c iin 
merce, SO per cent, of which ia now in 
British hands, is of considerable value 
Mr. NoriDan is decidedly of opinion 
that " for tho sake of peace and security of 
our present poaseasioua, and for tho sake 
of our future market, wo must not allow 
Siam to be absorbed by Franco. " It ia a good 
deal eaaier to say thia than to do it. Would 
it bo worth Croat Britain's while to go to 
war with France for the sake of preserving 
tho independence of Siam if that country 
cannot be " protected " without an open rup- 
ture with that great European power 1 

China, it appears, has come to the rescue 
of Siam, which makes the situation still 
more interesting.

posing tho toaat, " Tlio Dominion of Canada 
and tlio Governors-General paat and prcs 
ent," remarked that the company of fifteen 
rcpreaentativo delegates who asBembled in 
the Weatminater Palace hotel in 1SC6, to 
lay the foundation of (Jonfederation, was 
now reduced to seven, and it was, he waa 
sure, with deep regret that they would 
learn that another of the number, one of 
the most able and devoted of Canadian 
public men— his distinguished predecoasor 
in the High Commissionership, Sir Alexan- 
der Gttlt — ia now lying in a very low and 
critical condition of health. 

Sir Charles continued : Though, as I 
have saidj'lhcre ia no need on this ocLHsioo 
to recount tho evidence of Canadian pro. 
gross, there is a peculiar fitness on the unni- 
veraary of (Jonfiideration in calling attention 
to the relations between Ihio country and 
tho Provinces of Hritish North America and 
the D.iniininn of which tliey form a part. 
Before Confederuton the British North Am- 
erican Provinces woro dcponileiit ui)on the 
splendid navy of Great Briraiu for the pro- 
tection cif tliuir lishcricB, and when I mno- 
tiou tho fisheries of Canada you will readily 
understand their value e-nd tho necessity of 
their protection from tho fact that, notwith- 
standing the greiit bounties given by the 
Rspublic of Franco and her ell'ort-i to prose- 
cute her lidlieriea in counectiou with her 
marine and navy, yet the tiahcriea of Canada 
are aa productive as those of Fxanco at home 
and abroad. For tho protection of this 
threat source of wealth in liritiah North 
America wo used to bo dependent, 1 aay, 
upon tho British navy, and, ua for the army, 
there was no town of any importance with- 
out its garrison of British troops. Only the 
other day, at tho opening of tho Imperial 
Institute, I found myself sitting side by 
side with a military gentleman wlio recaPeii 
the fact that when he was in Canada '2^,000 
Britiah troopa were there also. Under Con- 
federation tbero ia no town in tho whole of 
the Dominion where u British red coat is to 
be seen, except when we have tho pleasure 
of welcoming them as visitors— (hear, hear) 
and except, of course, in the city of Halifax, 
where for strategic purposes Her Majesty's 
Government maintains a certain arm^'d 
force. I give that as one evidence that 
Canadians recognise to the full the duty 
they owe to this country and to the Britiah 
Elmpire to contribute their fair quota to the 
defence of the Queen's Dominions. 

Before confederation we had no means of 
railway intercnmmunic ition between the 
Provinces of New Biunawiok and Nova 
Scotia, and between them and the old Prov- 
inces of Canada; and as for tho Northwest — 
tho great Northwest, which Lord DulTerin, 
after full exaniinaiiou, ducland to bo cap- 
able of aupportiog in comfort lU millions of 
people — it wua separated from the older 
Prnvincea on the one side by an impenetrable 
wildernesa one thiuisind milus in extent, 
and from IJriliah Columbia on tho other 
side by the Rocky mouutaina, and had no 
means of ueoeaa to and from the outside 
world cxcepi through u foruijjn country. 
Yet the great Northwest was piipulLUed by 
.TO.OOO Indian and half-bred subjects of the 
Queen, and tho responsibility of miiintalning 
law and order belonged to Her M ijcaty'a 
forces. The Province of Britiah Columbia, 
with all its enormous resources waa, as my 
hon. friend, Colonel Baker, will tell you, 
out oH' from communication, rot only with 
theotherProvince.Hof Britiah North America, 
but wi'h this country, and had no means 
of acGos'i to the outside world except through 
a foreign country or round the Cape. Vou 
can readily understand, therefore, what it 
meant to these various sections of the Do- 
minion when a great inter-oceanic line 
spanned the continent from Atlantic to 
Pacific, binding th m together in commer- 
cial unity, and placing them in a position 
to one another in the hour of danger. 
(Cheers ) You can realize, too, what this 
close to the period of isolation meant to the 
Motherland, in whose hands ulone before 
Confederation rested the reapoaaibility of 
preserving tho peace throughout the Queen's 
dominions. An illustration of tho position 
waa airoriled when Canada made arniuge- 
ineiits with Her Mn j ■■at y 'a ( loveriimcnt and 
witli the Hudaou'a Ijay Company for tin; ac- 
(|uisilioc of tho great NorthNvcat section 
known aa l-wupert's Land or tho Hudaon'a 
Bay Territory. It then b.-cime nece83.>ry 
for lOngland to hand over to Cinada that 
immenso region, and in order to do so she 
had to aend Colonel, now General, Lord 
vVolaeley with an armed force at a heavy 
expenditure, (o ijuell tho rebellion among 
tho half.breeda led by Louia Kiel. 

It has of late been suggested that Canada 
ia not diholiargiog her duly to the JOmpire 
in the matter of Imperial defence, and, hav- 
ing seen from what I have just said tho 
position of grave responsibility in which 
England stood before Confederation in re- 
gard to thcao vast possessions in Britiah 
North America, let mo now draw your at- 
tention to a few figures to illuatrate the 
steps which Can-ida has taki'n to strongthep 
her poaition ua a right arm of Britiah power. 
She has expended on her canals and that 
great inter oceanic line of railway from Hal- 
ifax to Vancouver — worka abaolutoly vital 
to the defence of that aecMon of the Empire, 
and that half of North Amerioi— S141,UU0, 
000 In deepening tho St. Lawrence 
$3,384,000 have been spent, so that, whcre- 
fts a few years ago a vesael drawing nine 
feet of water only could reach the city of 
Montreal, tho largest ocean ateamor mny 
now ride in safety into its harbor (Chcera ) 
Wo have also expended $'2 700,000 in the 
conatruction of graving docks, built under 
tho superintenclenco of, and in con- 
cert with Her Mujosty's Govern 
ment to receive for repairs tho largest 
ocean atcamera frequenting tlio Atliiiitio or 
the Pacific. Wo have paid $7 000,(100 to 
obtain the control and riglita of the Hud- 
son's ]5ay company and orcaniae tho North- 
west coiiLlry for aettlement. and it ia well 
known that Canada now offers 100 acres of 
this land free of charge to every Hritish 
subject. Wo do more; wo invito to these 
fertile aorea the most vigorous mombera of 
all tho continental countrica of Europe that 
they may aid ua in building up that land, 
and become valiant supporters of tho But- 
ish Queen and British institutions. In thua 
MQuiring this vast property wo adopted tho 
poTioy of not occupying a single foot until 
we had by fair, open and intelligent ur- 
jangements with the Indians obtained the 



voluntary and complete Borrender of the In- 
dian title. (Cheers.) Within the last 
twenty yean, we have paid $13,500,000 to 
keep good faith with the Indian eubjecta of 
Her Majesty, and the growing civiliaation 
and industrial development of these ab- 
orlgiuus is one uaefnl result of this step. 

In the oarly.dftyB of Northwest life some 
trouble aroae among the half-breeds* and a 
certain number of Indians. But Canada 
did not call upon the Mother Country to 
spend a. single shilling in the suppression of 
that second Riel rebellion. Four thousand 
men instantly volunteered from every part 
of the country, us General Laurie, who took 
an important part on that occasion, will 
testify, and among them, I am proud to aay, 
was one of my own sons, who volunteered 
and served aa a private, and was exposed to 
all tho hardships which attends such a cam- 
paign in the winter Boason. These 4,000 
men exhibited a gallantry which Britiah olli- 
cors present declared to have been unaur- 
paased by British forces in any part of the 
world. When we turn to the I'.icific Coaat 
we find Canada spending §i"iO,()00 in con- 
juucliou with Her Mujesty's (Government 
for the conatruction of fortiticaliona at 
Esiiuiinalt, and I have tho satiafaction ol 
learning that Her Miijeaty'a Government is 
satisliid in the highest degree with the 
manner in which Canada haa como forward 
to share one half of the cost of constructing 
tho fortifications and the entire coat of main- 
taining tho garrison there. Taking these 
items altogether we hivo a total of $17 !, ■ 
8;ffl,0U0, and I record it aa aoine proof to 
the people of this country, with whmn we are 
very proud to be conneoi.ed, that Canadiana 
are not alow to recognize their duty towards 
tho Kmidre. 

Coming now to the expenditure on ac- 
count of the military, I was sorry to hear 
what Citptain Evans said, no doubt with 
accuracy, to the effect that the Canadian 
force wua not ormed quite so well as it 
might be. If there bo any ahortcoming in 
the character of the force, in I ho urina tlioy 
use, and in their ei{uipment, then I think 
Her Mi.jeaty's ( lovei-rmn-nl should divide 
tho reaponaibilily wiih ua, and L will tell 
you why. Under tho law of Canada the 
command of the Canadian militia and volun- 
teer foroea muat be vested in au oliijcr of 
Her Majesty's Army not below the rank of 
colonel, and no such oiHcer has ever been 
sent to Canada without the nomination and 
approval of oilber the Commander-in-Chief 
or the Imperial War Office. This is the 
means by whioh<Canada obtains the com- 
mauderu of her forces, and I believe tho 
13ritish officer now acting in the capacity 
will say that he finds a perfect readiness on 
the part of the Goaornnicnt of Canada to 
accept such suggestions aa may be offered 
to increasa tho eflioienoy of the force. I 
aay more. Suppose it became nccesaary to 
call out the ;!7|000 men trained at tho ex- 
peiisu of Caund:i; from that moment of 
emergency tho law on our statute book 
places every man under tho command of the 
Commander-in-Chief of Her Mujeaty'a army 
and couatitutes it an Imperial force. 
(Hear, hear.) And what does Can- 
ada expend to maintain this Imperial force? 
No leas than Sl.IiOU.OOO per annum. F'or 
the mounted police, that moat tllicient pro- 
tective force in the Nnrihweat Territoriea 
(cheers), ahe spends 50'J.'),OOU per annum; 
for tho maintenance of the tiahory protection 
service to flieohurge duties formerly falling 
upon tho British navy, aho puya ^I'JS.OUll 
per annum; for the war cruisers plying be- 
tween Vancouver and Japan and China, at 
the command nf Her M.ijesty'a .'\diniralty, 
as the moat tllicient means of protecting the 
oommoicj of this country, and for the 
steamers plying between Vancouver and 
Aubtralio, ei)ually prepared to come to the 
service of the Empire in time of emergency, 
Cjuaduv^pay $200,000 per annum; while 
Canada ia alao ready to-morrow to 
pay $750,000 per annum more to obtain 
a faat steamship line across the Atlantic. 
(Cheeis ) Thua for aervices of a clearly de- 
fenaivo ch'iraoter, services vitally associated 
wirh the defence of the Kmpire both by sea 
and land, Canada paya S.S,000,OUO per an. 
num. (Renewed oheera.) Beyond that we 
have estahliahed along our coast 741 light- 
houses, on an average of one for every ten 
miles; and we maintain them at a coat of 
nearly SiiOO.OOO per annum, making them 
free to the ships of all nations without the 
charge of a single shilling for light dues. 
And here let me remind you that one of 
our diatinguiahed guests this evening, Sir 
Edward Birkbeck, chairman of the National 
Lifeboat Institution and iiiemlier of the 
Royal Commisaion on Coaat Comnuiuici- 
tiona, haa after special study of the Caiia- 
diun syalem given ua an elo(jucnt and grace 
fill tribute to its ellioiency. With thia over- 
whtlniiiig evidence before ua what more 
need bo aaid of Canada's frunk recognition 
of the duties of the Empire and her readi 
nees in che future as in the past to bear her 
full share? (Loud cheers.) 



"FREE MASOMEY IN QUEBEC-" 

The Montreal Ga/.etto, in a recent issue, 
remark.a that the author, promoters and 
publihhera of the "Outlines of tho Hiatory 
of l''re(! Masonry in the Province of 
bec," ( Kills- ISilii), cannot but be griuitii.-d 
with the cordial reception accorded to the 
volume by many leuier.a of the friittrnii;y in 
Europe, Asia and America. It refers to the 
iipprei-i.il.ive review made by A. .Jones 
fiughaii, the Neator of l<;iigliah|Kree Mason.a, 
and then extracts the following from Robert 
Freke (iould'a criticiain on tho " TniiiHac- 
tinns of the Quatuor Coronati fjodge,' 
('J07(5 E R. London), the foremoat literary Ma- 
sonic Lodge in the world, which outrivals 
in many ways moat of the soientifiu, artistic 
and literary societies of the day in any 
country.

original British province of l^)uebec

value to all students of tho craft.

A S.ULORS' REST. 

Its Necessity— How It Should Be Provided— All 
Classes Expected to Assist. 

One of tho chief desires of the sailor after 
a cruiae is to po on shore, indulge hie ouri- 
oaity and enjoy such pleaaurea as he can 
pick up by tlie way. It ia not good for him, 
when tired of roamine about, to have no re- 
sort but the saloon, no recreations but what 
are too often associated with intemperance. 

As a rule the blue-jicket had rather not 
be tempted. What he wantawhen on aiioro 
ia a placB which he can call his own ; whnre, 
when 80 disposed, ho can have his cofftie, 
and sit and chat and read, and, when so 
permitted, pass the night. 

Were such a home provided in tho shape 
of a suitable building under proper superin- 
tendence, the Bailors would make it self- 
supporting. Temperance and refreshment 
bar open to tho public generally, would be 
distinct from tho sitting-room, sleeping 
apartment and tho hall, in which latter, en- 
tertainments, and as occasion served, 
spiritual e.\erciaes would be held. 

But how should suuh a home be provided ? 
It ia not reason, that the sailors themselves, 
birds of passage, should provide a rest for 
all time. 

The recent disaster to a noble s'dp, gone 
down with her living freight of 400 men, 
has awakened a new and lively in- 
terest in tho social and moral welfare 
■of the brave men whoso lives are ever in 
their hands for the safety of our nation at 
home and abroad. It seema not unreason- 
able that in every principal station in our 
Sovereign's vast domioiona onr brave de- 
fenders should find this much recognition at 
the hands of those for whom they are ready 
to fight and die. 

Victoria and Her Majesty's Fleet have 
-ever been good friends; but while special 
courtesies are exchanged between tho olli 
cers and the citizens, the sailors must, to u 
great extent, shift for themselves. Vou 
cannot give a ball or a banquet to a thous- 
and men. 

There seema now a special opportunity for 
Victoria to show her sense of tho oljligation. 
A lady from i'liigland. of wide experience 
and tried devotion, bus already begun to 
labor among the sailors at Esquimalt, and is 
prepared, sliould a suitable house be pro- 
vided, to superintend a " .Sailors' Rest " in 
a purely voluntary way. .She h«a lieen re- 
queatetl by nuiiieroubly signed requisitions 
from the licet to atart tlie Home on Miss 
W'ataon'rt plan — outlined above — which has 
been so successful ulaewheie. 

As it is inipossiblo to rent a suitable 
building at lv(iuinialt, the only alternative 
aeoma to be to (jurcliaae a site and erect one. 

1'. ia not perhaps too iiiueli to oxpejt ttiut 
whon theupjxuil is made all classea of citi- 
zens will meet it witti a liber.il response. 

Meanwhile .Miss Kosjna Sndtli, the liuly 
referred to aliove, is cordially commended 
to the public confidence by the .Miniaterial 
Aasociaiioi), who, although they cannot 
undertake the work thcmaelvea, will give it 
all the influence at their command. 

It goes without saying, we think, that the 
officers of the fleet will be only too glad to 
ser- a home established, which must needs 
be a successful aid to the discipline so need- 
ful for those whose wellfare is their chief 
solicitude.— [Communioated.]

The Arueiiiiuv Itrbrilloii Fixzliiig Out.

The ooutenary of Sir Alexander Macken- 
zie'a arrival on tho Pacific coast was com- 
memorated by a representative audience in 
tho Pioneer Society's hall, last evening, 

Mr. J. J. Austin, as representing tho St. 
George and Pioneer societies, was called to 
tho chair. Ho requested Mr. Begg, ua 
chairman of the Centenary Committee, to 
introduce tho business of tho meeting. 
Letters of regret were read from the Mayor 
and Se nalor Molnnea at their inability to 
bo present owing to prior engagements 

Mr. Hegg stated by woy of explanation 
that Alex.iodor Mackenzie, the hero of the 
meeting, was a native of Inverness-shire, 
Scotland. He came to Montreal about the 
year 17S0. For five years be was employed 
by a Mr. Gregory, a Montreal merchant, 
and was sent by him to Detroit in charge of 
a small stock of goods for fur tradii-g. In 
178;t, several Montreal merohants j'lined to- 
gulhir and formed the Northwest. Fur c im- 
pany. They supplied such articles of nier- 
ch.imlieo aa wiioul bo rM|Uired in the fur 
trade. At tirat, tho ciniiiiioy waa divided 
into sixteen ahareii. Mr. (Iri-goty induced 
Mr. Mjckei zie to join the company ua one 
of the partneia, and t() proceed to 
(;rand I'm i"ge to rcpreninl them thire. By 
llie>ear 17;-7 tlui number ot aluires of the 
company was iiicrcasid to thirty, and a pr(J- 
piirtion of thcprotiia allnttud to i'Mi:h man 
in the company's emp'oy In 17^'.'^ the 
j^rosa amount of the trade of the company 
did not exc-i'd .L'lO.OUO ; but by the ex- 
ertiona, enterprise and induatry of the pro- 
prietors it increaaed in ttie next eleven 
years to more than triple that ammi'ii ; 
yielding proportionate proli'S eurpasjing 
anything hitherto realized from the lur 
trade in America. In 1798 the numlier of 
shurea was rained to forty ^ix. The Nor'li- 
wcst Company niado Fort Cliipewayan their 
western headi|narters for eight years. 

Mr. Mackcj.zio comnicDOod his journey to 
the Pacitic from Fort Chipewayau in the 
fall of 1702, proceeding up Peace river un- 
til the ice forming in tho river prevented 
his - further progress. He wintered in un 
old eneampment and embarked with a 
party of ten men on the 9th of May, 1793 
The party had only one oanoe, which Mao- 
kenzie atatea in bis narrative was twenty- 
tivo feet long, twenty-six inches bold and 
four feet nine inches beam. 

"In this slender ve35el," tho narrator 
states, " we aliipped provisions, good.a for 
presents, arms, ummuniiion and buggi.ge to 
the weight of three ibotisand pouude, and 

an eqilJpnient for ten people " 

Mr. Mackenzie was anaisted during t'lc 
expedition by Alexmder Mackay, a yuung 
man, wliom he could trua.i tlioroughly. The 
rest of tho party '.fere French haif-biecil. 
hunters and an '^ndlan interpreter, who had 
some kno ^.jfjdye of the nearest neighboiiug 
■.noes. They met many dlffioulties in ascend- 
ing Peactf river, and htd to make many port- 
ages around rapids and cascades. Farther 
w?eBt some ol the tribes were more hostile. 
Mackenzie had narrow escapes, and had to 
sutler many privations with his pariy;^ He, 
however, reached tide water ou the'ZOlhot 
July, just one hundred years ago yesterday. 

"This event," aaid Mr. Tn^g. "we ar"-' n"«' 
met to commemorate. It la calculated to 
bring to our minds the aoleinii r, Ik-c- 
tion" th:;t. in tho cycle of the pa»t 
century there ia proliably not one in- 
dividual ttlivo liyw who then took 
an active part in tho current events. li 
should also impress on us that whuat «e 
are busily engaged in the discharge ol ou. 
reepeclivo duties, our time ia switily pa>-^ 
ing, and long betoro another similar cjole 
shall mark the footprints of time, wo must 
bo as they are. It is evident to all thai 
very great changes and progrets have been 
made in this region, which Mackenzie 
named New Caledonia, partly, 1 tuppose, 
in honor of his native land and panly be 
cauae of its similarity as a 'land if moun 
tain and of fl lod ' Then it Was a wilderness 
rra incoj/nita — now it is a fl •ttrishiuj; 
province, the woBtern frontier of tho L>»ni 
inion of (Canada, which extends 'from 
ocean to ocean'; the gateway to the Orieni 
and Auatralia, and one of the most impor- 
tant and [iroaperoua portions of Her M., 
jeaty t^lucen Victoria'a vaat pocaesaiona. All 
honor lo the memory of the brave, heroic 
.Mackenzie, who first dired to cm .sa the un- 
known divide beyond thi; Rocky Muuntaii e, 
" Ue began his return j jurocy on ttie 'JIhd 
of July, after he had hia name and the dale 
inaciil.'cd on a tree, which m»y be in exist 
ence yet, although Captain Walbran, in hia 
recent i xjilorationa at Bella Bella, m ar 
where M...ckei zie was said lo have r-jachi-d 
the Pacitic, does nut mention that he cam>- 
ttcroaa 'hat relic. At all events, Mackenzi- 
atatea in hia narrative that ho lett 'his 
mark' there. He remaiks that near the 
coaat lie found tho waters were fiercest and 
more ditiicult to deal with. One ])lac(! he 
named ' Rascal Village,' on account of tht- 
thieviaii piopenaiiiea ol ita inhabitants The 
houaea and tho grasa no ,r there were swarm- 
ing with llees, so much so that his men and 
h-B dog Were glad to take to the water to gei 
rill of them. All conversation had to be 
carried on by signs. 

"Other villages were fortunately very dif 
ferent. One tribe be found, not far from 
the coast, who would not eat any Qush 
Another place he named Fri-udly Village 
He found the return journey, asceadiog 
from che coast, very slow and difficult 
Provisions were often scanty. The puny 
was absent on the expedition eleven mooiha 
in all. They reached thn enoampmcnt l< f ' 
on the 28th of May, 1792, on the 20th of 
August, 1793. Their food was then entirely 
exli"U.^t((l ; Mackay and tho huntcra wer<- 
bciit alii Hil and foriunatoly had secured 'J.OO 
pounda of fat elk and had it ready rouai 
for ill. Ill ii lun tln-y arrived, ll-' relat 
that during the piolonged feast which liny 
made, the ten men and the dug conannieil 
the whole '-TiO pounda btfore tliey left the 
camii. 

"On tlie 'Jl'h of Aui;uat," .M.ickerz'o 
says in liia book, " here in the '■ighi of Furl 
Chipowcyan, my voj agea of discovery teimi 
nate — their toils and their dangers 
Their aolicitudea and bofl'i-rini; have not 
been exjggeiated in my defcriptiona, on tlio 
contrary, in nuiiy inataocea l.inguag" hia 
f.iiled me in tho attempt to desciil o Ihcm. 
I received, however, the reward of my 
labors, for they were crowned with auo 
cess." 

" Mr. Mackenzie remained at Fort 
Cliipewcyan as ch ef trader during the 
winter of 179Ii 4. 1 have not been able to 
truce hia BUliac([uent history farther than 
that Hia f-liij-aiy King George conferred 
tho title of Knighthood on him for his 
valuable explorations, and ho hecamo Sir 
Alexander Miiokpnzio. It is mentioned in 
a ohronologioni table of noted men, that ho 
was born in 1760 and. died fn 1820 " 
Senator Maodooald was next called ou to 



address tho meeting aa an early pioneer 
Ho stated that when ho first came to what 
is now Victoria, there were not fifty white 
people resident here, and tho gatea of the 
fort were closed every night. He paid a 
high compliment to tho conduct of the 
Indian population at that time in the 
vicinity. Bo was in favor of some- 
thing being done to mark tho event 
and produced i copy of Mackenzio's 
narrative, which contained a good 
portrait ot tho author that could be copied 
and placed in tho new parliament buildings 
or in tho Pioneer hull. Ho hoped that tho 
explorations and tho services performed by 
Capt. Meares would not bo forgotten. 

Mr. Jameson, president of the Sir Wil- 
liam Wallace society, spoke at some length 
and was also in favor of a portrait of Sir 
Alexander MackcBzio. 

Mr, T. B. Hall, representing tho B. C. 
Board of Trade, referred to the great exten- 
tion of trade in connection with British 
Columbia, which although few as regards 
population, has a larger tonnage than tho 
port of Montreal. 

Mr. Muir said all such historical events 
ahtiuld be strongly marked that they might 
not be overlooked by future historians, 't he 
present generation was always so much im- 
pressed with their own efforts that they 
were »p'. to overlook the pUbt. He hoped 
they would procure a good portrait of Mao- 
ki-nzie, and waa ulnd to raise Ills voice to 
assist in establishing a precedent for succes- 
sive generationa to work by. Ho proposed 
tho following resolution, seconded by Mr. G, 
Jameson, 

"That this meeting express its sense of 
tlio important service rendered by Sir Alex- 
and. r Mackenzie in visiting the North Pa- 
cific Coast, and lhat efTortS be made to pro- 
cure the ttssistai ce of the Provincial Gov- 
ornnunt to mark llio occasion of the cen- 
tenary of that event, and in this connection 
inakta the aiig.'ea' ion that a portrait of the 
cliatingnishi ll i-xiilmer l.'c enl.iri^ed from an 
eiu;raviiig, pri tacinL' hia own account of hia 
wants and haim- b.' preaervi-il in the Pioneer 
H.kll, or to adnni the walla of the now I'ar- 
liiiinLiit luiiloiiii.a when cninpleled. 

Rev. Mr. Kubhon made a very acceptable 
aptech, i.iid in leference to the Lxieiisivo 
ahippiiig and ai-aling connected with the 
Province, apoke striirgly of the necessity ot 
having a hume I'stabllaheil for seamen. 

Rev. Mr, Currio from Auatralia, delivered 
a short addreaa, in which he referred elo- 
(juently to the heroiam of tho Briiish, v.'ho 
were born explorcra and h'-roea He point- 
ed out the gieut advantagea which were to 
be deriveil by British Columbia from tho 
new lino of steamers fo Australia. 

After a few patriotic remarks from Rev. 
Dr. Campbell, a cuminittco comprising Sena- 
tor Mucdonald, Mr Muir, Mr. Begg, Mr. 
Austin, Mr. R J. Hall, Mr. Jamieson and 
His Worship tho Major, with power to add 
lo their number was nominated, Mr. Begg 
a.9 chairman.
